The War Food Administration has carefully reviewed the proposed distri- 
bution of reserves of grain blowers and forage blowers, as submitted by 
most manufacturers, together with their 80 percent distribution plans, 
1944 requirements as submitted by State committees, and other pertinent 
data. While the number of grain blowers and forage blowers to be 
available this year will probably not fill all demands, it is believed 
the over-all distribution as reported and proposed by the manufacturers 
will meet minimum needs of all States fairly satisfactorily. 


‘The following action was, therefore, taken in regard to grain blowers 
and forage blowers (Item Nos. 109 and 190a, respectively):

‘SUBJECT: Distribution:of AA-2 Ratings for Softwood Lumber 


Since the supplemental A&-e farm lumber program was first initiated last 

June, the lumber situation has become more critical. This situation is not 
expected to improve for some time and it probably will become more critical 
in succeeding months, Demands for lumber for overseas operations are in- 

greasing so that it is necessary to examine carefully all applications for 
AA-2 ratings for farm use, - Because of the large backlog of unfilled military 
orders the VPB has found it necessary to tighten up on lumber releases for 
civilian use. ‘le ee 


It is estimated that the Armed Forces will need 70 percent of the total 
lumber produced during 1944, Shipping lumber alone, used chiefly for crating 
and packaging munitions and supplies shipped to the war fronts, will require 
nearly half of all the lumber produced. The remainder must be divided among 
construction for the Armed Forces, for railroads, utilities, mining and 
heavy industries, farms, war Housing, and other essential civilian require— 
ments. The WPB is expected to issue more stringent regulations on lumber 

in the future in order that the limited supplies may be more effectively 
directed to essential Uses. 4

This memo randum supersedes Special Services Memoranda 41 and 55 issued relative 
to the obtaining of utility connections to farms. : ;

In order to bring the demand for these distribution transformers closely in 
line with the available supply, the Office of Yar Utilities has issued, on 
April 6, amended Orders U-l-c, U-l-d, U-l-f and U-l+h. ‘These orders place 
further restrictions on electrical service to farms.

effect teginning with the May allocation. If any meal is not accepted 
by the designated buyer who was issued a certificate under paragraphs 2 
and 3, a new certificate shall not be issued to another buyer. Such 
meal which was refused on the original certificate shall be turned back 
promptly by wire to the AAA regional director.
